The society was instituted in 1851, and incor- 
porated under its present name in 1852. After a 
successful existence of twelve years, its work was 
discontinued in consequeijce of the interruption 
caused by the Civil War. The work was resumed 
again in 1868 under its present auspices, and rooms 
were leased at No. 12 West Street. These proving 
too small for the purposes of the society, larger ones 
were taken at what was then No. 300 Washington 
Street, where the whole building above the first floor 
was eventually occupied. These also proving inade- 
quate, it became necessary again to move. A suitable 
lot of land having been found, a public appeal was 
made in the spring of 1874 for funds with which to 
purchase the land and erect the building now in use. 
The dedication took place on March 15, 1876. 

The enlarged facilities have not only increased the 
power of the Union in various fields of benevolent 
work at home and abroad, but the greatly augmented 
membership has already tested the building to its 
utmost capacity. The chief aim of the officers of the 
society is to make the rooms, to as great an extent as 
possible, a home for young men ; to offer every possi- 
ble attraction in the shape of books, papers, games, 
pleasant companions, classes, dramatic and musical 
entertainments, etc. 
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Without ever losing sight of its special work, the 
Union has always been ready to discharge its duty to 
the community by such general benevolent work as 
may come within its scope. 

In this branch of outside work, the officers have 
been greatly assisted by members and committees of 
ladies who have interested themselves indefatigably 
and successfully. Among these special objects may 
be mentioned the Rides for Invalids, the Christmas 
and New Year's Festival for Needy Children, Bureau 
of Reference for Women, Country Week for Poor 
Children, and Fruit Depot. In addition to which 
are the occasions when, at times of disaster abroad, 
the rooms have been a depot for the receipt of con- 
tributions, and a source for the distribution of relief. 



The building is situated on Boylston Street near 
Tremont, overlooking the Common. It is open to air 
and light on every side, and nearly all the various 
lines of horse-cars pass the door. 



The Reception Room is at the head of the first 
flight of stairs from Boylston Street, with windows 
opening upon Tam worth Street, formerly called Lowell 
Place. All members and other persons visiting the 
Union enter here, and from this room pass to the 
other portions of the building occupied by the society. 
It contains the desk of the Curator and Librarian, and 
facilities for checking the garments of members. It 
is also supplied with croquet and bagatelle boards, 
tables for checkers and dominos, an aquarium, and 
a case containing a nearly complete collection of the 
birds of New England. Besides the Librarian or 
Curator, members of the Reception Committee are in

attendance here evenings, in order to receive stran- 
gers and others, and to give them such information 
and attention as are in their power. This room is 
open every day, including Sundays, from 8 o'clock 
A.M. to 10 o'clock P.M. 

The Union Sitting Room, connected with this 
room, is in front on Boylston Street, and commands 
a fine view of the Common. It is pleasantly fur- 
nished, is supplied with newspapers and a piano, and 
is intended to be a social room for members. It con- 
tains a cabinet of collections of minerals, insects, etc. 
Adjoining the Sitting Room is a side room for similar 
purposes, and for chess-playing. 

The President and Directors' Room, connected 
with the Reception Room in the rear, is used for the 
business purposes of the society. It commands a 
view of the entire floor. 

The Library and Reading Room is in the L, and 
is also connected ' with the Reception Room. It is 
lighted with windows on both sides, and is furnished 
with a library of about five thousand volumes, and 
with the leading magazines and illustrated and weekly 
newspapers. Members can at all times take books 
from the shelves and read them in the room, the 
Library thus becoming so attractive that many are 
induced to spend their time in reading who would not 
do so, unless the books were placed, as it were, in their 
hands. Books can also be taken away under tlie 
ordinary regulations. 

The Correspondence Room opens from the Library 
and Reading Room, and is furnished with materials 
for writing, etc.

The Union Study, also opening from the Library, 
is supplied with books of reference accessible to mem- 
bers at all times. 

The Toilet Room, with bathing-rooms attached, is 
down a rear flight of stairs from the Reception Room. 

The Gymnasium, another flight below, on the 
gromid floor, is spacious and light, provided with 
bath-rooms, large dressing-rooms, and is furnished 
with a great variety of new apparatus of the most 
approved patterns. It has also several specialties, 
such as the Butler health-lift, hydraulic rowing-ma- 
chines, Dr. Winship's complete developer, etc. Dress- 
ing-boxes are free ; and the members are entitled to 
the use of the tub and sponge baths, which are pro- 
vided with hot and cold water. Instruction is af- 
forded to the members by a well-qualified superintend- 
ent. Members of the Union become entitled by the 
payment of seven dollars per year to the use of the 
Gymnasium at all times when open. Four dollars per 
year entitles them to its use after 6.30 P.M. 

The Union Hall is reached by two easy flights 
from Boylston Street, as well as by a spiral staircase 
from the Reception Room. It is furnished with fold- 
ing settees, and is capable, with the gallery, of seating 
five hundred and twenty-two people. The stage is so 
constructed that it can be adapted for concerts and 
dramatic and other entertainments, for which it is 
provided with appropriate scenery. There are con- 
venient ante-rooms and dressing-rooms, and connected 
with the stage there is a separate entrance fi-om 
Lowell Court. The hall is used for religious services, 
lectures, entertainments, and other public purposes of 
the society, and is also let for similar purposes when 
not used by the society. 
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Eaton Hall (formerly called Franklin Hall) is con- 
nected with The Union Hall by double folding-doors, 
so that the two halls may be used together, if desired ; 
and it is also used for the ordinary purposes of the 
society. It will seat about one hundred persons. 

Tele Union Paeloe, reached from the Reception 
Room by the spiral staircase or by the main stairway, 
is in front, with a view of the Common. It is fur- 
nished in a pleasant, home-like manner, and contains 
a piano, megalethoscope, kaleidoscope, pictures, etc. 

Class and Committee Rooms connect with the 
Parlor and each other by wide doors, and are used, as 
well as other smaller rooms, as occasion requires. 

The Fbanklin Rooms are in the fourth story over 
the Parlor. They are furnished with settees, desk, 
etc., and are used for the smaller meetings of the 
society, and for classes. 

CLASSES, ENTERTAINMENTS, ETC. 
To promote further the objects of the society, pub- 
lic religious services followed by social singing are 
held regularly Sunday evenings in The Union Hall. 
Classes are formed for the study of German, French, 
Spanish, Book-keeping, Penmanship, Sketching, 
Vocal Music, Elocution, and Phonography and other 
branches. Practical Talks on matters of Science, 
Political Economy, and History, Talks upon Art, and 
Essays in Practical Ethics are given; and frequent 
Lectures, Readmgs, and Dramatic, Musical, and 
other entertainments, are offered. During the win- 
ter season, monthly meetings of members and ladies 
are held for social intercourse; and, during the 
smnmer season, excursions are taken to points of 
interest in the vicinity of Boston. 
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BENEVOLENT AND CHARITABLE WORK. 
The Employment Bureau aids members in getting 
employment. All persons who can furnish employ- 
ment, or who know of vacancies to be filled, confer a 
great favor by communicating with this Bureau. 

The Boarding-House Committee endeavors to 
provide good boarding-places, at a moderate price, 
for those desiring them. 

The Committee on Churches provides members 
with seats in any churdi of the city which they desire 
to attend^ free^ or at a moderate expense^ and renders 
such other services as are in its power. 

The Clothing Committee attends to the distribu- 
tion of clothing given for the purpose to worthy 
young men needing such assistance. 

A committee visits and cares for members when 
sick. 

The Bureau op Reference for Ladies, under the 
charge of an associate committee of ladies, is in at- 
tendance every Aveek-day from 10 A.M. to 12 M., to 
receive api)lications from persons desiring to employ 
women as housekeepers, nurses, companions, readers, 
copyists, private teachers, skilled seamstresses, book- 
keepers, etc., that they may assist those who are ca- 
pable and deserving and needing employment. 

Other benevolent and charitable work of various 
kinds is carried on by the members of the Union and 
the Ladies' Committees. 

Toung men, without regard to their religious belief 
or associations, are cordially invited to become mem* 
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bers of the society, and to co-o])erate in the accom- 
plishment of its purposes. 

The fee for Annual Member si dp is one dollar ; for 
/Subscription Membership^ five dollars ; for JJfe 
Membership^ twenty-five dollars. A subscription 
membership for five successive years constitutes a life 
membership. 

All persons interested in the success of the society, 
wlio are willing to aid it by contributions^ professional 
services as teachers^ by engaging in its charitable and 
benevolent worJc^ or in any other way^ will confer a 
favor by communicating with any of its officers or 
committees, or proffering their assistance at the rooms.

Never in the past has the Finance Committee had 
greater cause to write their annual report with feel- 
ings of pleasure and satisfaction than in now pre- 
paring the report of the year closing with March 31, 



Ladies, gentlemen, and business firms have, during 
the past year, made donations for the General Pur- 
poses of the Union, by which we have been able, as 
heretofore, to carry on the increasing work of the 
Union in its various departments, — religious, moral, 
benevolent, educational, social, and physical, — and al- 
ways to attend promptly to the payment of all bills 
due from the Union. 

To all friends who have thus favored the Union by 
their donations, the Committee would exj)res8 their 
deep gratitude and heartfelt thanks. 

The " Book of Donors " has been presented by the 
Chairman of the Finance Committee to ladies, gentle- 
men, and business firms, who have most kindly and 
cheerfully responded. 

Not only have their donations favored the Union 
in a material way, but the kind spirit shown, accom- 
panied with the many expressions of interest in the 
success and welfare of the Union, have greatly en- 
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couraged the Committee, the Board of Government, 
and all interested in prosecuting the various branches 
of the Union work. 

During the year, many friends of the Union have 
also called in person or forwarded amounts^ by mail 
or otherwise, to W. H. Baldwin, President (Chair- 
man of the Finance Committee), at his office in the 
Union Building, 18 Boylston Street.

The . balance was expended by the Special Com- 
mittee on the Festival, under the direction of the 
Ladies' Committee, for the relief of those poor 
women and children who had been found to be 
especially deserving. 

Among the expenses of the Committee on Lectures, 
Classes, and Entertainments, is included the amount 
paid for the use of the Music Hall for the anniversary. 
The expenses of the Thanksgiving Dinner and the 
special donations received for the same are placed 
under the item of sundries.

The character and amount of the work done in the 
past year in this department are indicated by the fol-

Seventeen classes, six of which had a supplementary 
course, with a membership of eight hundred and 
one pupils ; three Art Talks ; six Talks on History ; 
sixteen Practical Talks ; six Social Meetings ; ten En- 
tertainments of Readings and Vocal and Instrumental 
Music; five Concerts; six Dramatic Entertainments; 
one illustrated Lecture ; one Exhibition of Paintings ; 
eleven meetings of the Union Legislative Assembly, 
with a membership of one hundred and twenty-four 
young men; and the Anniversary Meeting of the 
society.

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than in any previous year, and the Committee has 
reason to believe that much thorough and careful 
instruction and wholesome entertainment have thus 
been afforded by the Union. It is the aim of the 
society to incite young men to a desire for study and 
the acquisition of general information, and at the 
same time to offer them the opportunity of gaining 
the instruction which they are led to seek by classes 
and lectures or talks, given by those who are compe- 
tent to instruct. The purpose has also been pursued 
of giving young men a proper understanding and true 
ideas of the moral, economical, and industrial ques- 
tions of the day ; and it is the desire of the Committee 
that the Union may approach in successive years 
nearer what might be termed a people's college. 

The work in this department is largely done by 
volunteers, who are actuated by a desire to share 
with others the knowledge and skill which they have 
themselves been able to acquire. The members of 
the Union cannot be too grateful for such careful, 
persistent, and disinterested labors; and they will 
unite with the Committee in most hearty thanks for 
these services.

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Book-keeping and Penmanship, whicli had each two 
classes last season, have had three each this. The 
class in Vocal Music, under the instruction of Mr. 
Henry E. Holt, having been given the use of The 
Union Hall for its lessons, has had a greatly increased 
membership over last year. 

It is believed that the instruction in all the classes 
has been of an excellent character. As usual, the 
lessons have been free to all members of the Union, 
except in the class of Vocal Music, where a charge of 
one dollar has been made, to cover necessary expenses, 
and also excepting a few cases in which classes, after 
having finished the regular course, have received 
further lessons by private arrangement with the in- 
structor, the free use of the class-rooms being given 
in such cases by the Union. Ladies introduced by 
members have been admitted to the classes in French, 
German, Elocution, and Music, on payment of one 
dollar each. 

The usual plan of promoting regularity of attend- 
ance — by requiring a deposit of one dollar, ten cents 
of which is forfeited by every unexcused absence — 
has been kept in practice. In the sketching classes, 
however, such a deposit is not made ; but each pupil 
is required to pay for material and proportional part 
of cost of copies used. 

Spanish and Phonography have been added to 
former branches of instruction, and have both been 
well patronized. 

Art Talks. — The third annual series of Talks on 
Art has been made descriptive of French, Dutch, and 
Flemish art. The first of the course was given on 
the evening of the 28th of March last, when Mrs. 
Ednah D. Cheney read a paper on "French Art," 
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which was illustrated by the stereopticon. This was 
followed by Talks, April 4th and April 11th, given by 
Prof. S. Minot Pitman, upon "DUrer and Holbein," 
and upon "The Flemish School of Art," both of 
which were also illustrated by the stereopticon. The 
course will be continued on the two folloAving Monday 
evenings, and is given in Eaton Hall. Members of 
the Union and their lady friends have been invited, 
and have attended in good numbers and with much 
instruction. 

Talks on History. — The fourth annual series of 
Talks on historical subjects, six in number, was given 
on successive Friday evenings in Eaton Hall, by Rev. 
S. W. Bush. The basis of his subjects was " The 
Industrial and Financial History of the United 
States," with the intent to consider the history and 
progress of the great industrial and financial interests 
of the country. The following is a list of the dates 
and particular topics of the Talks : — 



Jan. 14. " Agriculture," in which were given brief sketches 



of the history of the leading agricultural prod- 
ucts, their extent and agency in the creation of 
national wealth. 



Jan. 21. " Manufactures," in which were outlined the rise 



and increase of the great manufacturing indus- 
tries, their wonderful expansion, and how they 
built up large towns and cities. 



Jan. 28. "Commerce," in which were traced the changes 



from the first settlement of the country to the 
introduction of steam ; also the changes wrought 
by the substitution of iron for wooden ships, and 
the enlarging influences of this pmsuit on the 
character of merchants. 



Feb. 4. " Mining and Railroads," in which a rapid survey 
was taken of the mineral resoui ces of the coun- 
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try, the wide-spread expansion of the railroad 
system, and its effect on transportation and the 
industrial growth of the nation. 

Feb. 11. "Finance," in which were given the first attempts 
in banking, and a brief history of the various 
methods of finance employed by the- colonists 
before and during the War of the Revolution up 
to the adoption of the Federal Constitution. 

Feb. 18. " Finance," in which was briefly traced the history 
of banking, currency, and financial methods, from 
the adoption of the Constitution to the present 
time, considered under two divisions, — one be- 
fore, the other after, the Civil War. 

Each evening, the address was followed by an in- 
formal consideration of the subject, and various short 
papers were also presented by members of the Union. 
A great deal of interest was manifested, and the 
attendance was very satisfactory. 

Practical Talks. — The series of Practical Talks, 
now given for the ninth year upon subjects of scien- 
tific, industrial, and literary inquiry, was continued 
with the usual interest. They were given on succes- 
sive Saturday evenings in The Union Hall, and were 
invariably attended by large audiences, composed 
mainly of young men. Indeed, the interest continued 
so unabated that the Committee was induced to add 
to the regular course of ten a supplementary course 
of four Talks. The public generally were invited.

The Union Legislative Assembly. — The Union 
Legislative Assembly, which was instituted last year 
as a means of offering to the members of the Union 
instruction in legislative procedure, public speaking, 
and public affairs, has been continued for another 
season with good results. The session of the season 
just passed has consisted of nine meetings held in 
The Union Hall, on the alternate Monday evenings, 
beginning January 4, 1881. The Assembly has had 
a membership of one hundred and twenty-four, and 
has again been presided over by George G. Crocker, 
Esq., a life member of the Union. Mr. William I. 
Scandlin has acted as Clerk. The proceedings of the 
body have been carried on in accordance with last 
year's manual of rules, which was modelled after that 
of the Legislature of Massachusetts, with slight nec- 
essary changes. The following Committees were ap- 
pointed to consider and report upon bills and meas- 
ures belonging to their respective branches of legisla-

A large number of bills, resolves, orders, and peti- 
tions have been presented, considered, reported, de- 
bated, and acted upon. Small rooms have been 
placed at the disposal of the various Committees, 
for meetings to consider matters coming before them*. 

The following are some of the principal measures 
that have been considered by the Assembly : — 

Resolve in favor of Civil Service Reform. 
Bill to prevent double taxation. 

Bill to provide for summoning persons accused of misde- 
meanors. 

Order in regard to passenger charges on railroads. 
Order relative to fraud and bribery at elections. 
Bill to promote speed in settlement of estate of deceased 
persons. 

Bill concerning trustee process. 

Bill to regulate expenses of the School Committee of the 
city of Boston. 

Resolve relative to the administration of President Hayes. 
Resolve relative to reduction of postage. 
Order relative to the granting of licenses to sell intoxicat- 
ing liquors. 

Order relative to the running of Sunday trains. 
Petition for incorporation of an elevated railroad com- 
pany. 

Bill to encourage physical exercises in the Public Schools. 
Bill to regulate the payment of wages to day laborers. 
Resolve relative to the return of the Ponca Indians. 
An act to secure a natural park for the State of Massa- 
chusetts. 
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The orders of the day have been printed for the 
use of members, as have also the most important of 
the bills brought before the Assembly. 

The Assembly has been conducted under the direc- 
tion of a Sub-Committee appointed by the Committee 
on Lectures, Classes, and Entertainments; and this 
Sub-Committee has acted as a Senate when occasion 
required. 

Entertainments. — The twelfth course of enter- 
tainments for the instruction and amusement of the 
members has been given in The Union Hall on 
Wednesday evenings during the past season. It has 
been the purpose to present a pleasing programme 
on each occasion, and to make the variety as great as 
possible. In every instance, appreciation has been 
manifested on the part of those who have attended. 
On the first Wednesday evening of each month, a 
dramatic entertainment has been given; on the fol- 
lowing Wednesday evenings, concerts, readings, and 
music, illustrated lectures, etc.; and the third 
Wednesday evening has been devoted to the mem- 
bers' social meeting. On each occasion, a printed 
programme has been provided, to which has been 
added a bulletin announcing matters of interest in 
the various departments of the Union work. 

Tickets have been issued for free admission to one 
member and lady to all except dramatic entertain- 
ments; and all tickets have invariably been taken. 
A charge of fifteen cents each, and twenty-five cents 
for an extra ticket, has been made to cover the inci- 
dental expenses of the dramatic entertainments. 
The same care as on previous seasons has been 
exercised to make the entertainments of real merit.

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cheerfully and willingly contributed their services, 
and have always given their best selections.

Social Meetings. — Social Meetings of the mem- 
bers and their lady friends have been held, as hereto- 
fore, once a month from November to April, inclusive. 
The entertainments on these occasions have been 
arranged by a sub-committee of ladies and gentlemen, 
who have bestowed a great deal of thought and care 
upon them, in order not only to make them attractive, 
but also to combine with their attractiveness a good 
deal of information and instruction.

COMMITTEE ON LIBRARY. 

During the past year, the Library has been under 
the care of Mr. Louis J. Heuser. 

The usual annual examination was made during the 
summer, the Library being closed for that purpose 
from July 16th to August 12th. At the time of this 
examination, a new set of covers were put on the 
magazines. The card catalogue, both of titles and 
authors, has been continued, and has been found to 
be of great service to the members. A list has been 
kept, on which any member of thp Union could enter 
the title of any work not on our shelves ; and, unless 
some objection was found against the book by the 



Committee, it was at once purchased. 

The following statistics show the general condition 
of the Library during the year : —

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The Reading Room receives regularly fifteen dai- 
lies (of which two are duplicated), forty-nine weeklies, 
nineteen monthlies, and four quarterlies, making a 
total t)f eighty-seven periodicals. 

The Study continues to be a most attractive addi- 
tion to the Library. At the beginning of the year, 
it contained one hundred and eighty-two volumes, 
mostly text-books and works of reference. During 
the year, twelve volumes have been added by dona-' 
tion, making a total of one hundred and ninety-four 
volumes at present in the Study. 

The Committee desire especially to acknowledge 
the generous donation of twenty-one bound volumes 
of the /Scientific American from Mr. Samuel Wells, 
and also gifts of valuable books from Mr. R. B. 
Forbes, Mr. R. C. Greenleaf, Mr. C. W. Stevens, Mr. 
O. W. Peabody, and others. 



The Rooms have been under the direct supervision 
of Mr. William I. Scandlin, the Curator, who has been 
assisted by Messrs. Herbert C. Bronsdon and Louis J. 
Heuser in charge at the desk, and by Mr. Peter J. 
Brennan in the general care of the building. Mr. 
William Morrison has been the engineer, with a gen- 
eral charge of the heating apparatus and of the 
repairs of the building ; and Mr. Stephen N". Wiggles- 
worth has been in control of the stage of The Union 
Hall. All these gentlemen, the Committee is hapi)y 
to believe, have served the society efficiently, zeal- 
ously, and faithfully.

But little more than the ordinary general repairs 
constantly occurring have been done during the past 
year, though these are necessarily considei;able in so 
large a building. The Sitting Room has, however, 
been in part refurnished, and the ante-room to The 
Union Hall has been renovated and refurnished. Ad- 
ditional bath-rooms have also been added to the Gym- 
nasium. 

The increased membership (now about four thou- 
sand), with the increased use of the Rooms by mem- 
bers in the busy season, has tested to the utmost the 
present accommodations of the building. The Library 
and Reading Room is frequently overcrowded, and 
the want of more room for the several classes — free 
to members — has been a great disappointment to 
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many who wished to join; and the need of more 
room in the Gymnasium has been sorely felt. It is 
the hope of the Committee that these growing wants 
will not be long suffered to go unrelieved. 



We take pleasure in submitting the following re- 
port, which again shows an increase in the member- 
ship of the society. During the year, one hundred 
and nineteen (119) life, eleven (11) subscription, and 
one thousand five hundred and thirty-five (1,535) an- 
nual members have joined the Union; and seventeen 
(17) subscription and one thousand three hundred and 
eleven (1,311) annual members have renewed their 
membership, making, with the living life members of 
previous years, a total of three thousand nine hundred 
and ninety-three (3,993), an increase of two hundred 
and eighty-four (284) over the number reported last

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nize the fact that, while its pulsations, like those of the 
human heart, send renewed life and health and cheer 
wherever its influences extend, it also depends upon 
an organism comprising hundreds of workers, contrib- 
utors, and friends, without whose generous aid these 
results could not be attained. The duties of the 
Committee have included, as in former years, the fol- 
lowing-named departments: namely, The Employ- 
ment Bureau for Men, Bureau of Reference for 
Women, Boarding-House Reference List, Providing 
Seats in Churches, Care of the Sick, Relief Work, 
Carriage Rides for Invalids, and the Country Week 
for Children and Others ; and there has been added 
during the past year the Depot for Distribution of 
Surplus Fruit to the Poor. 

Employment Bureau for Men. — Through the Em- 
ployment Bureau, the Committee endeavor to provide 
situations for members by a system of recording and 
carefully comparing and acting upon applications for 
employes and employment. The Curator, Mr. W. I. 
Scandlin, has continued to act as superintendent of 
the bureau during the past year. From his report, 
the following statistics of the work during the year 
are presented : — 

Number of applications for employment, 1,097 ; 
number of applications for employes, 576; applicants 
sent to places, 827 ; places known to have been filled, 
226. These results are quite similar to tliose of the 
preceding year, which were reported by the Com- 
mittee of last year as having doubled in amount of 
work the year which preceded it. The neglect of 
those wlio obtain situations to notify the Superintend- 
ent of the fact causes much extra labor, and renders 
the report of this department incomplete. 
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BuEEAu OF Reference fob Women. — ^This bureau, 
which has been in operation during the past six years, 
is designed as a means of interchange between employ- 
ers and employes in the higher grades of employment 
for women. It is in charge of a special Committee of 
ladies, who are represented daily by their Secretary, 
Miss H. G. Putnam, and one of their number, for the 
purpose of receiving and attending to such applica^ 
tions. The Committee devote much time and thought 
to the work, and their efforts are attended with 
success in no small degree ; but the number who de- 
sire situations, and for whom in many instances em- 
ployment is an absolute necessity, greatly exceeds the 
opportunities for providing for them. From the 
Secretary's report, we give the following statistics of 
the work for the past year : — 

Number of applications for employment, 704 ; num- 
ber of applications for employes, 297 ; places known to 
have been filled, 132. The Committee experience the 
same difficulty of obtaining reports from employers 
and employes, though in a lesser degree, that is 
noted in the similar department for young men. The 
places secured have been as follows : care of children, 
31 ; seamstresses, 28 ; housekeepers, 23 ; nurses for 
invalids, 15; copyists, 14; companions, 3; book- 
keepers, teachers, readers, matrons, dressmakers, sales- 
women, 2 each ; secretary, entry-clerk, governess, 
office-assistant, milliner, agent, 1 each.

Boarding and Lodging Houses. — The classified

list of houses where board or lodging at reasonable 
prices can be obtained, arranged according to loca- 
tion, with references, etc., is frequently consulted by 
members, and proves a great convenience. 

A special list of boarding-places in the country and 
at the sea-shore was prepared, as usual, during the 
summer months, which was of assistance to many 
young men in securing board during their summer 
vacations. One hundred and fifteen (115) places 
were entered during the year. 

Seats m Churches. — The Committee will at any 
time aid members and strangers in obtaining seats in 
such places of worship as they may prefer to attend. 
A number of such applications have been received 
and attended to during the past year, the efforts of 
the Committee meeting with a cordial response from 
ministers and others to whom they have applied. 
"We do not allow any one, if we know of it," said a 
prominent clergyman of our city in a note to a 
member of the Committee, "to stay away from our 
church on account of the little he is able to pay. A 
seat will be furnished at a price he can afford. We 
arrange these matters to help people in, not to keep 
them out." 

Care of the Sick. — All cases of sickness which 
have been reported among members have received 
attention. 

Frequent visits have been made by members and 
also by the President and Curator. 

Medical attendance has been furnished and admis- 
sion to hospitals has been secured in extreme cases ; 
and medicines, delicacies, drives, flowers, fruit, and 
reading-matter have been supplied, when it was 
thought they would be beneficial. 
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The number of cases reported has been compara^ 
tively few during the past year. Members who are 
sick are assured that they have but to make their 
condition known to receive prompt and cordial re- 
sponse from the Committee. 

Relief Work for Men. — This department in- 
cludes, in addition to aid extended to members when 
required, providing temporary relief to strangers in 
destitute circumstances, who from their general 
knowledge of the Union are led to apply at the 
Rooms for aid. 

Owing to the excellent arrangements for meeting 
such cases at the City's Temporary Home, it has been 
considered expedient to make but few exceptions to 
the general rule of referring all such, applications to 
that source. 

Meals and lodgings have been furnished in but 
thirty-four (34) cases; and clothing has been given 
when required, principally to members. 

The relief work has been in charge of the Curator ; 
and Mr. Leonard Stone has continued to act, as here- 
tofore, as the special Committee on Clothing. 

Rides for Invalids. — Early in the history of the 
Union, the gentlemen who then constituted the Com- 
mittee on Benevolent Action conceived the idea of 
furnishing carriages, for drives in the suburbs, to 
convalescents in the hospitals and elsewhere. 

This pleasant duty has descended through succes- 
sive Committees to the present one, and has gained 
in popular favor with each year of its continuance. 
At no time since its commencement has the report 
been written with greater satisfaction, probably, than 
the past year. 

The drives commenced early in the spring, and have 
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been continued throughout the year, the majority of 
them being given between the months of June and 
November. 

Orders for drives were furnished to the following- 
named hospitals and homes : — 

Home for Aged Women. Boston Lying-in Hospital.

And nine hundred and ninety-seven (997) of their in- 
mates were taken to drive. Through the missionaries 
and visitors of the Associated Charities and other 
sources, four hundred and fourteen (414) others were 
afforded a similar privilege, making a total of four- 
teen hundred and eleven (1411). To those who were 
strong enough to use them, horse-car tickets for rides 
in the opeil cars and harbor excursion tickets were 
given. The Boston and Hingham Steamboat Com- 
pany, the Nantasket Beach Steamboat Company, the 
•Metropolitan and Highland Railway Companies, have 
made liberal donations or reductions in rates. The 
Committee used thirteen hundred and forty (1340) 
car-tickets and two hundred (200) harbor-tickets. 

In July a circular was issued, with a request for 
funds to continue the work, in which a brief report 
was made of the previous year's work. The response 
was as generous as it was immediate, and in a very 
short time the sum of $1,492 was contributed. There 
was a balance April 1, 1880, of $35.65. The Commitr 
tee have used three hundred and one (301) carriages 
four hundred and ninety-eight and a half (498^) hours. 
They have expended for carriages $735.50, at an 
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average cost per carriage of $2.45, per occupant of 
52 cents; for harbor and car-tickets, $90.00; for 
other expenses, printing, postage, etc., $41.00, leaving 
a balance, April 1, 1881, of $661.15. 

The balance in the hands of the Committee will 
enable them to commence active operations much 
earlier in the season than in former years. The Com- 
mittee have had the valuable assistance, in the dis- 
tribution to missionaries and in special cases of 
orders for drives and also of car and boat tickets, of 
Miss H. A. Fowle of the Boston Flower Mission, who, 
in a report of her work, after mentioning many touch- 
ing incidents which have come under her personal 
observation, wi'ites: "I can sincerely say that all 
have been appreciated by our many poor and sick 
friends who have participated in these rare luxuries." 
One of the pleasantest features of the Committee's 
work is the receipt of numerous letters of acknowl- 
edgment, in which are many expressions of appreci- 
ation of the pleasure which the drives afford.

The Country Week. — For the past six years, 
with increasing numbers each succeeding year, chil- 
dren, and others who would not otherwise have had 
the opportunity, have been sent to pleasant homes in 
the country for a week or ten days' vacation. 

Thirteen hundred and fourteen (1314) children and 
adults have shared this privilege the past year. 
Forty have been allowed to repeat their visits, 
sixty-three others have visited friends or relatives 
in the country by means provided by the Com- 
mittee engaged in this work, making a total of four- 
teen hundred and seventeen (1417) visits made 
under its auspices during the year. The visits 
have averaged about eleven and a half days each ; 
the total number of days being fifteen thousand 
seven hundred and eighty-seven (15,787), and the 
average expense per week $2.52. 

The care of so large a number of visitors involves 
a vast amount of work, which has been shared during 
the past year by the following-named special Com- 
mittee of ladies: Miss Florence Everett, Miss S. E. 
Hearsey, Miss A. L. Jones, Miss Sophie King, Mrs. 
W. R. Nichols, Miss L. M. Pollock, Miss I. O. Temple, 
Miss G. L. Wilson, with Miss H. G. Putnam, Secre- 
tary, whose whole time is devoted to it during the 
season. Some idea of their duties is -conveyed by the 
fact that, in accompanying children to and from their 
country homes, the Committee travelled on railroads 
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over fifteen thousand miles ; one lady travelling over 
twenty-two hundred miles, another over nineteen hun- 
dred. Early in the season the Secretary visited 
several neighboring cities and towns, and addressed a 
number of congregations in behalf of the work, awak- 
ening much enthusiasm for the subject in the places 
visited. As the result of her efforts, and others in 
the same direction, five hundred and thirty-six chil- 
dren were invited to visit in private families. A bal- 
ance remained on hand at the commencement of the 
season of $39.89, which was increased by contribu- 
tions during the year of $5,685.05. The expenses have 
been $5,821.23, leaving a deficit of $96.29. 

A special report of this department has been pub- 
lished as usual, and copies may be obtained upon 
application at the Rooms. 

The Fruit Depot. — The abundance of the har- 
vest which covered the ground in some sections 
with apples, which, as they could not be profitably 
marketed, were suffered to decay, led to the establish- 
ment of " The Fruit Depot," as a medium of free 
distribution of a portion of the great surplus to the 
poor of the city. The depot was opened on the 13th 
of September, at store No. 60 La Grange Street, its 
temporary use having been kindly tendered by the 
owner, Mr. John L. Gardner, and continued in opera- 
tion through a period of seven weeks till November 1. 
During this period, in response to notices in the press, 
three hundred and three (303) contributions of fruit, 
principally apples, were received, the number of 
bushels of apples contributed being three thousand 
five hundred and fifteen (3515). 

Every applicant at the depot was required to bring 
one of the tickets which had been placed in the hands 
of charitable persons and organizations for distribu- 
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tion ; and there were five thousand four hundred and 
three (5403) tickets presented at the depot, or an 
average of one hundred and thirty (130) per day. 

Five hundred and fifty (550) families living at a 
distance were supplied through missionaries and 
others, to whom apples were sent in large quanti- 
ties for distribution. A number of practical receipts 
for cooking apples, prepared by Miss M. Parloa, were 
printed and distributed to applicants. Upwards of 
one thousand (1000) bushels of apples, with other 
fruits and vegetables, were sent to thirty-eight (38) 
different hospitals, homes, dispensaries, diet kitchens, 
kindergartens, etc. The Committee received the 
heartiest co-operation of the public in every direc- 
tion, services being rendered free, or at reduced 
rates, in every instance. The expenses were en- 
tirely covered by special donations for the purpose. 

Mr. B. N. Bradt, as Superintendent, devoted his 
time and attention to the details of the work during 
its continuance. 

The Committee conclude their report with a quota- 
tion from the report of the Ward VII. Conference of 
the Associated Charities, in which the following 
kindly mention is made of a portion of the benevolent 
work of the Union. 

" Indeed, we cannot express in words the healthful, 
happy influences of these lovely summer charities. 
Only those who can look into the faces of these peo- 
ple and see the light kindling in their eyes, as the tale 
is told, can realize what delight comes from the 
Country Week, the flowers and fruit, and the rides to 
the purer air of the suburbs."

Gymnasium. — Although the membership of the 
Gymnasium was thought to be very large last season, 
it has continued to increase the present year, reaching

thirty-Jive, The membership, April 1, 1881, was Jive 
hundred and ninety^ being twenty-two more than on 
AprU 1, 1880. 

The Committee find it necessary every year to make 
provision for accommodating a larger number; and, 
during last summer, the bathing facilities were in- 
creased by the addition of two sponge-baths and one 
shower, giving the Gymnasium unusual attractions in 
this department. The shower-bath is so arranged that 
water of any desired temperature can be used, and it 
has been very much liked by the members. Some 
additional pieces of apparatus, such as pulley weights, 
rowing and lifting machines, have been placed in the 
exercising rooms. 

Mr. P. F. Ferris has continued to serve as Superin- 
tendent and Instructor, and has held classes, free to 
members, three afternoons and three evenings each 
week. He has also given general instruction at other 
times, adhering to the policy of the management of 
paying particular attention to teaching legitimate ex- 
ercises rather than fancy gymnastics. He has adopted 
the custom the past season of keeping a record of the 
physical condition of members on entering the Gym- 
nasium, which can be consulted and comparisons made 
as frequently during the year as members desire. 

Two gymnastic and athletic exliibitions have been 
given, which were occasions of much interest to the 
members and their friends. 

The receipts from memberships, etc., amount to 
$3,517.04, the expenditures for apparatus, salaries, 
etc., $3,209.75, leaving a balance of $307.29.

SPECIAL COMMITTEE o CHRISTMAS AND NEW 
YEAR'S* FESTIVAL FOR POOR CHILDREN. 

In accordance with the custom of many years, a 
Festival for needy and worthy children was given in 
The Union and Eaton Halls on the afternoon of 
New Year's Day. The Festival was provided under 
the supervision of a joint special Committee, consist- 
ing of the Committees on Lectures, Classes, and En- 
tertainments, and Benevolent Action. They had the 
co-operation of a Committee of ladies and gentle- 
men who performed most of the difficult work of 
arrangement and preparation. About four hundred

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and fifty children (with the mothers of some of the 
youngest), who were in needy circumstances and who 
had been gladdened and assisted by no other Christ- 
mas festivities and bounties, were invited, after a 
previous care in selection exercised personally by 
some member of the Committee. 

The children, after assembling in The Union Hall, 
w,ere welcomed to the Union by the President, and 
were then entertained by a play written for the oc- 
casion, entitled "The Big Christmas Tree and the 
Little Ones," which was a prelude to a real Christ- 
mas Tree brilliantly illuminated and laden with 
presents. Songs by Mrs. H. F. Knowles and Mr. 
James C. Miller succeeded ; and these were followed 
by a bountiful collation. After the collation came an 
entertainment of magic by Mr. Chas. C. Dunbar. As 
the children filed out from the hall, they received 
presents from the Tree, and each a bundle of useful 
articles which had been made up according to ea^h 
one's special needs as previously ascertained.

A considerable number of garments and a few other 
articles which were not disposed of on the day of the 
Festival, also some new articles purchased with money 
left over, were distributed by some of the ladies of the 
Committee on Presents, on the four succeeding Sat- 
urdays, to children who had been invited to come to 
the Union. About one-half of these children had 
attended the Festival, but, being found to need more 
than could be well bestowed at that time, had re- 
ceived with their packages cards of invitation to this 
after-distribution. The remainder of the children 
were mostly those whose names had been received 
after the maximum number who could be enter- 
tained at the Festival, had been reached, or who 
had been present at the Festival of previous years. 
In this way, two hundred and eighty-four persons 
received eight hundred and fifty-eight gifts. 

The ladies who had charge of the distribution were

The Trustees have been fully aware, for the past 
two or three years, of the necessity of additional room 
to meet the pressing demands of the various branches 
of the work of the Union. This important need is 
forcibly presented in the Annual Report of the Com- 
mittee on Eooms, from which we quote the follow- 
ing : — 

"The mcreased membership (now about four thou- 
sand), with the increased use of the Rooms by the 
members in the busy season, has tested to the utmost 
the present accommodations of the building. 

" The Library and Reading-Room is frequently 
overcrowded, and the want of more room for the 
several classes — free to members — has been a great 
disappointment to many who wished to join ; and the 
need of more room in the Gymnasium has been sorely 
felt. It is the hope of the Committee that these grow- 
ing wants will not be long suffered to go unrelieved." 

With the prospective wants of the Union constantly 
in our minds, we have thought it desirable to own the 
estates on Boylston Square, in the rear of and adjoin- 
ing our building. A favorable opportunity offering, 
the Trustees have purchased three estates, having a 
front on Boylston Square of about fifty-five feet. One 
of these estates has been paid for, and we have the 
money on hand to pay for the others as soon as the 
necessary papers are ready. 

This will enable us, as soon as we can commatid the 
means^ to erect a building which will enlarge the 
Library and Reading-Room, The Union Hall, Gymnar 
slum, Class-Rooms, Study, etc., and will also greatly 
improve the usefulness of the building by securing a 
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frontage on Boylston Square, and furnish a convenient 
entrance from Washington Street. 

The legacy of the late Mr. Joseph B. Eaton freed 
the Union from debt. The Trustees feel that there is 
an implied duty resting upon them to preserve it from 
debt in the future. 

As soon as practicable, plans and estimates will be 
prepared for the contemplated addition to our build- 
ing, and we shall ask our friends to furnish us with 
the means to make the much-needed improvements, 
and thereby greatly increase the usefulness of the 
Boston Young Men's Christian Union, confident that 
all who are interested in its growth and permanent 
success will, as heretofore, respond to our call.

CONSTITUTION 
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ARTICLE I. 

Title. 

This Society shall be called the "Boston Young Men's 
Christian Union." 

ARTICLE n. 

Eligibility of Members. 

All young men of good moral character, and claiming to believe 
in the truths of Christianity, without distinction of sect or party, 
shall be eligible as members of this Society ; but no person shall 
vote at any meeting of the Society who has not been a member 
for the period of one year, at least, previous to such meeting. 

ARTICLE III. 

Admission of Members. 

Members may be admitted in such mamier and on such con- 
ditions as the Board of Government may prescribe. 



ARTICLE IV. 

Annual f Subscription^ and Life Members. 

All persons qualified as before named, who shall be admitted 
in the manner herein provided, shall, upon the payment of one 
dollar annually, become and continue of this Society; 

upon the pa3rment of five dollars or more, annually, shall become 
and continue subscription memuers; and all persons so quali- 
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fied and admitted, who shall pay the sum of twenty-Jive dollars 
in five or less annual instalments, shall become life members of 
the Society. 

ARTICLE V. 

Officers. 

The officers of the Society shall consist of a Board of Direc- 
tors, consisting of a President, Vice-President, Secretary, Treas- 
urer, and six additional members, all of whom shall be elected at 
the annual meeting by ballot from members of the Society, and 
shall hold their offices for one year, or until others are elected in 
their places. Vacancies occurring from any cause in said offices 
may be filled by the Board of Directors; and any officers so 
chosen shall hold their offices until the next regular election by 
the Society. 

The Board of Directors shall have power to appoint, subject 
to their direction, such other officers and committees from among 
the members as they may deem expedient. 



ARTICLE VI. 
Duties of the Board of Directors. 
It shall be the duty of the Board of Directors, — 

Firstf To provide for the use of the Society suitable rooms, 
centrally located in the city of Boston. 

Second, To provide and keep in said rooms such books, peri- 
odicals, and newspapers as will, in their judgment, promote the 
objects of the Society. 

Third, To make such arrangements for social religious exer- 
cises as they shall deem practicable and conducive to the best 
interests of the Society. 

Fourth, To induce the members of the Society to connect 
themselves with some of the religious societies in the vicinity, 
according always to their denominational preferences, and espe- 
cially to seek out and impart information, and render aid, assist- 
ance, and encouragement to those who come as strangers to the 
city, striving to guard them against temptation, to surround them 
with Christian influences, and to interest them in the cultivation 
of a religious life. 
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ARTICLE VII. 



Meetings. 



The annual meeting of the Society for the choice of officers 
BhaU be held on the second Wednesday in April ; and other regu- 
lar meetings shall be held on the second Wednesdays of July, 
October, and January. The Board of Directors may call other 
meetings of the Society from time to time ; and they shall call 
such meetings whenever requested so to do by the written applica- 
tion of any seventeen members, stating the purposes for which 
such meeting is to be held; said meetings to be called in such 
manner as the said Board may deem expedient, having previously 
given reasonable notice thereof. Seventeen members shall con- 
stitute a quorum of the Society for the transaction of business. 



The Board of Directors may transfer such of the funds of the 
Society as they may think best to a Permanent Fund ; may ap- 
point five trustees to control such fund, and shall at the time of 
such appointment determine the character of the ttust by an 
instrument in writing. Vacancies occurring at any time here- 
after in the number of said trustees shall be filled by the remain- 
ing members, subject to the approval of the Board of Directors 
for the time being. 



These articles may be added to, altered, or amended at any 
regular meeting, or special meeting called for the purpose, by a 
vote of three-fourths of the members present, provided that such 
additions, alterations, or amendments shall have been proposed in 
writing at one meeting, at least,, prior to that at which they are to 
be acted upon. ^

BY-LAWS 

OF THE 

BOARD OF GOVERNMENT. 



ARTICLE I. 



Meetings. 



Regular meetings of the Board of Grovemment shall be held 
on the second Monday of each month. Special meetings may be 
called at any time, by order of the President, Secretary, or any 
two Directors. The Secretary shall notify members of the time 
and place of such meetings. 



At the first meeting of the Board in each year, eight standing 
committees shall be appointed by the President, who shall be 
under the authority and subject to the direction of the whole 
Board ; and the reports of the various committees shall be first in 
order at each regular meeting of the Board. The committees 
may appoint, subject to the approval and ratification of the 
Board, such sub-committees from among the members of the So- 
ciety as they shall deem fit, provided, however, that each sub^ 
committee shall be subject in its action to the committee of the 
Board to which it is subordin2ite. The eight committees shall be 
constituted as follows : — 

1. Committee on Finance. — They shall have charge of the 
financial affairs of the Society, and shall, with the Treasurer, 
devise ways and means for procuring funds, obtaining donations 
and assessments, investing the same, and superintending all dis- 
bursements. They shall audit the report of the Treasurer before 
it is submitted to the Union at the annual meetings. 



ARTICLE II. 



Standing Committees. 
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2. Committee on Lectukes, Classes, and Entertainments. 
They may provide for courses of lectures or single lectures; 
shall organize and have supervision of all clubs and classes formed 
for instruction or discussion, except classes for religious study and 
discussion, and shall have general supervision of all entertain- 
ments, both public and private. 

3. Committee on Library. — They shall have the general 
charge of all matters connected with this department. They shall 
solicit donations from the public, and purchase such books as they 
deem expedient for the library, and shall obtain newspapers and 
other periodicals for the use of the rooms. 

4. Committee on Rooms. — They shall have the general charge 
of the rooms, and shall take especial pains to introduce strangers 
visiting the city. 

5. Committee on Members. — They shall organize moans for 
increasing the membership of the Society, and shall have the gen- 
eral supervision of the admission of new members. 

6. Committee on Benevolent Action. — They shall organize 
means for providing strangers, and others in want, with employ- 
ment, with good boarding-houses, with seats in churches, and shall 
have the general supervision of all works of benevolence and 
reform undertaken by the Union. 

7. Committee on Public Worship and Beligious Study. — 
They shall have charge of all measures for public religious wor- 
ship undertaken ' by the Union, either within or outside of the 
rooms of the Society, and shall have the supervision of all classes 
formed for religious study and discussion. 

8. Committee on Physical Culture. — They shall have the 
general charge of the gymnasium and athletic sports, and other 
measures for promoting the health of the members. 



The Treasurer shall present to the Board a Monthly Report 
showing the condition of the finances. No money shall be paid

ARTICLE IV. 

Annual Report. 

The Board shall present, at the annual meeting of the Society, 
a detailed statement of the condition of the institution and of its 
operations during the preceding year. 

ARTICLE V. 

Reports of Committees. 

It shall be the duty of all committees to keep a detailed account 
of their proceedings, and at the end of the year to place the same, 
with the reports of their sub-committees, in the hands of the 
Secretary of the Society. 

ARTICLE VI. 

Amendments to By-Laws. 

The foregoing By-Laws may be altered or amended at any 
meeting of the Board, provided two-thirds of the members present 
assent thereto; but no alteration, addition, or amendment shall be 
adopted at the same meeting at which it is proposed. 

The President, Secretary, and Treasurer, ex officio^ shall have 
the supervision of all printing and advertising. 
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
